The control of acne requires a 
joint effort on the part of y oung­ 
ster 
and 
parent, 
usually 
the 
mother. 
After a review' of the nature of 
the disturbance, as outlined by 
me previously in this column, the 
parent will do well to reassure 
the child that no blame or shame 
attaches to the condition 
The child should he told that 
it is not due to uncieanliness or 
bad habits of any description, that 
it is not a disease but more in 
the nature of a normal feature 
in the process of growing up 
Here is a suggested outline for 
the home treatm ent plan: 
Each morning apply a lather of 
pure soap or a sudsing detergent 
to 
face, 
shoulders 
and 
chest. 
Scrub vigorously with a rough 
towel. Give special attention to 
skin folds and creases. 
Each afternoon or early eve­ 
ning. on return home from school 
or work, repeat the scrubbing. 
Then, expose affected areas to 
ultra-violet ray s, using direct sun­ 
light or an inexpensive sun lamp 
or bulb that has the recommenda­ 
tion of the 
American 
Medical 
Assn. or a testing institute of a 
reliable magazine. Reeulate the 
distance from the source and the 
time of exposure so that the skin 
is tanned but not burned, so that 
it tlakes but does not peel. 
At bedtime, apply hot towels to 
affected skin areas until they are 
flushed. 
Then, 
with 
scrubbed 
hands and blunt fingernails, gently 
hut firmly extract secretions from 
vvhiteheads and blackheads and 
from pores in skin folds, espe­ 
cially those on the nostrils and 
between nose and cheek 
Twice 
weekly . 
sham|>oo with 
the hand soap or sudsing deter­ 
gent. Scrub the scalp vigorously 
with a tough hand brush before 
dry ing. 
Avoid application of medicated 
or cosmetic ointments and cream s 
that may tend to plug the chan­ 
nels y ou’re try ing to keep open. 
Use plain » not iodized) salt at 
table and in food preparation, hut 
otherwise place no restrictions on 
diet except to avoid an excessive 
intake of sweets. 
Some final words of advice. 
In 
any long and tedious chore, such 
as this, there are bound to be 
periods of friction and discourage­ 
ment. 
intensified 
by 
emotional 
outbursts. 
Apply the balm of tolerance to 
the frictions. Don't quit in the 


face of discouragements. Make 
the emotional outbursts short and 
rapidly forgotten. 
When the going gets roughest, 
try to remember that y our pitui­
